Mrs.  George  Thorne  (Winona 
Hayenga),  Cameroun,  South  Africa 
writes  an  interesting  letter  parts  of 
which  are; 

“This  has  been  the  busiest  year  in 
in  the  history  of  the  Central  Hospital. 
Last  fall  cocoa  sold  at  a  very  high 
price  so  everybody  had  money,  and 
many  decided  that  after  they  had 
bought  a  few  of  the  cloths  they  had 
so  long  desired  that  their  next  best 
investment  was  better  health.  Over 
thirteen  thousand  came  to  the  clinics 
for  examination  and  over  a  thousand 
ma  j  or  operations  were  performed 
here.  Then,  too  our  doctors  had  the 
oversight  of  four  hospitals  at  other 
stations  where  five  hundred  more 
were  done.  These  people  do  not  dread 
operations  like  people  at  home.  When 
one  watches  the  expression  on  their 
faces  when  they  are  chosen  for  the 
next  day  it’s  about  the  same  as 
though  a  child  were  told  he  could  go 
to  a  circus.  For  two  months  of  this 
year  there  were  four  missionary  doc¬ 
tors  here,  for  four  and  a  half  months 
three,  and  the  rest  of  the  time  only 
two,  but  there  still  is  only  one  nurse. 

A  new  maternity  ward  had  to  be 
built  to  accommodate  the  crowds  and 
even  then  new  patients  rushed  to  get 
the  bed  vacated  by  some  one  who  was 
discharged.  Another  brick  ward  is 
nearly  complete  to  provide  a  better 
place  for  the  more  elite  who  come  to 
us  from  the  coast  and  other  colonies, 
sometimes  a  thousand  miles  or  more. 
The  fame  of  our  X-ray  continues  to 
spread  and  nearly  every  day  some 
comes  asking  to  have  his  picture 
taken  regardless  of  what  his  troubles 
are. 
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The  caring  for  the  babies  at  the 
MacBurney  Nursery  this  year  has 
been  very  heart  breaking.  We  had 
twenty  seven  come  to  us  but  many  of 
them  did  not  survive  the  ever  present 
malaria,  colds,  pneumonia,  and  syph¬ 
ilis.  This  year  we  have  taken  several 
untainted  children  from  leperous  par¬ 
ents  and  have  cared  for  them  in  the 
nuresery  until  they  could  be  given  to 
non-leperous  relatives. 

As  usual  there  has  been  much  non¬ 
medical  work  to  be  done.  We  are 
building  kitchens  and  bath  houses  for 
the  native  wards,  and  we  have  men¬ 
tioned  the  new  cottages  for  the  na¬ 
tives  who  come  to  us  from  the  more 
advanced  regions.  New  batteries  have 
been  installed  for  the  lighting  system, 
and  many  smaller  jobs  have  had  to  be 
done.  Some  things  have  come  to  us 
for  repair  from  other  hospitals  and 
for  the  last  two  years  repairs  on 
radio  sets  are  beginning  to  take  a 
place  among  these  odds  and  ends. 

A  special  evangelistic  effort  has 
been  made  in  the  form  of  a  Preach¬ 
ing  Mission.  Our  strongest  native 
pastors,  lay  workers  and  missionaries 
have  conducted  special  evangelistic 
services  in  all  the  communion  cen¬ 
ters. 

In  May  we  had  a  two  week  vaca¬ 
tion  at  our  station  in  Bafia,  where 
there  is  always  good  hunting.  From 
there  we  also  made  a  trip  to  the  north 
of  the  Cameroon  where  we  had  never 
been  before.  The  country  is  so  diff¬ 
erent  that  we  felt  we  had  been  away 
from  Africa  for  a  while. 

This  year  we  have  also  had  a  radio, 
so  every  evening  we  can  listen  for 
the  latest  news  from  England,  and 
also  on  Saturday  nights  the  football 
games  from  America. 

Then  too,  this  year  the  French 
have  started  an  air  service  to  Paris 
so  that  it  is  possible  to  get  letters  to 
America  in  fifteen  days.  Soon  we  will 
be  so  near  to  you  that  you  can  come 
for  a  visit. 

Our  furlough  comes  due  next  June. 
It  hardly  seems  possible  that  three 
years  have  passed  so  quickly,  and  we 
are  looking  forward  to  seeing  you 
all.”

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Report  of  the  Biennial  Convention 
held  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  April 
25-29,  1938. 

Desse  Greek  and  Jennie  Spoel- 
stra  were  sent  by  our  Alumnae  Asso¬ 
ciation.  Charlotte  Landt  was  also  an 
official  delegate. 

Although  three  organizations  con¬ 
ducted  the  Convention,  there  really 
were  five  sections  represented :  the 
A.N.A.;  N.L.N.E.;  N.O.P.H.N.;  Gov¬ 
ernment  Nurses,  and  Private  Duty 
Nurses. 

Major  high  lights  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  included  the  presenting  of  the 
Walter  Burns  Saunders  Medal  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Private  Duty  Sec¬ 
tion,  Miss  Helen  McDonough,  in  the 
name  of  the  Private  Duty  Nurses  or 
all  nurses  doing  bedside  nursing. 

The  new  curriculum  and  its  appli¬ 
cation  was  discussed  in  several  of 
the  sessions. 

The  problem  of  the  subsidiary 
worker  was  of  much  interest. 
“Should  the  three  national  nursing 
organizations  assume  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  for  all  sick  persons?  Should  the 
duties  of  the  subsidiary  workers  be 
defined  by  these  organizations?  How 
best  might  these  workers  be  trained 
and  should  they  be  licensed?”  These 
are  some  of  the  questions  needing  to 
be  answered  in  connection  with  this 
subject. 

Staff  meetings,  classes  for  the 
graduate  nurses,  allowing  a  nurse  to 
do  that  work  in  which  she  is  most 
interested,  satisfactory  salary,  were 
some  of  the  suggestions  offered  to 
help  solve  the  problems  which  arise 
from  the  increasing  numbers  of 
graduate  nurses  on  many  hospital 
staffs. 

Discussion  of  the  8  hour  day  was 
of  special  interest  to  the  Private  Duty 
nurses.  The  8  hour  day  is  a  fact  and 
not  an  experiment,  as  is  indicated 


by  the  growth  of  the  movement. 
From  1933  to  1937,  there  has  been 
an  increase  of  105  to  1000  hospitals 
using  the  shorter  day.  Yet  there 
were  representatives  from  various 
hospitals  present  who  felt  that  the 
8  hour  day  for  Private  Duty  nurses 
still  has  a  number  of  serious  draw¬ 
backs. 

Preparation  of  the  nurse  for  the 
future,  and  to  supply  the  need  for 
good  nurses  was  answered  with  the 
suggestion  that  nurses  attempt  to 
advance  in  the  nursing  field  by  high¬ 
er  education ;  invest  their  money 
safely;  and  realize  that  mental  atti¬ 
tude  determines  the  position  held. 

Although  there  were  many  meet¬ 
ings  to  attend,  not  all  the  profit  of 
the  Convention  is  gained  in  the  ses¬ 
sions.  The  exhibits  were  interesting 
and  well  worth  the  time  spent  visit¬ 
ing  them.  Speaking  with  women  of 
the  same  profession  from  other  parts 
of  the  country  is  always  helpful — 
there  were  around  six  or  seven  thou¬ 
sand  there.  One  had  a  right  to  feel 
proud  to  belong  for  in  their  appear¬ 
ance  and  dress  they  were  a  “good- 
looking”  group. 

There  were  a  number  of  luncheons 
and  dinners  to  attend.  One  of  spe¬ 
cial  interest  to  the  Alumnae  was  the 
Presbyterian  Luncheon,  held  at  the 
Hotel  Muehlbach.

We  all  learn  with  deep  regret  of 
Miss  McMillan’s  retirement  as  Direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing,  effective  on  Oc¬ 
tober  15,  193  8.  Miss  McMillan  has 
the  love  and  loyalty  of  every  Presby¬ 
terian  graduate,  for  to  her  untiring 
effort,  clear  vision,  and  high  ideals,  we 
owe  the  establishment  and  present 
standing  of  our  School.  It  is  a  privil¬ 
ege  to  pres3nt  here  a  message  from 
Miss  McMillan: 

To  All  Graduates  of  the  School: 

The  time  has  come  which  we  have 
all  known  must  sometime  arrive.  That 
it  has  been  delayed  for  so  long  a 
period  has  been  unexpected.  Now  that 
it  is  here,  it  will  surely  be  met  in  the 
way  that  all  matters  affecting  the 
School  have  been  taken  care  of. 

The  early  graduates  of  the  school 
are  able  to  think  back  to  1903  when 
a  small  group  of  students,  the  first  to 
arrive,  were  welcomed  by  Miss  Ayl- 
ward  and  myself  at  43  0  Ashland  Boul¬ 
evard — our  pleasant  home  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years.  In  memory  they  may
